Lindell won the seat for the Liberal Parly, 
his vote being 13,000. with G. R. White, 
Labor, polling 9,194; F. J. Vanderberg. Con¬ 
servative, 8.2>7;*nd F. W. Dennis, Indepen¬ 
dent.

What the results of these five byelections 
portend we are not in a position to judge. 
The striking feature about two of them, how¬ 
ever, is that, the Government failed to retain 
seats in a three-cornered and four-cornered con¬ 
test respectively. a division of voles between 
two or more opposition candidates generally 
giving the advantage to the party in office. 

A comparison of the voles polled by the 
Conservative candidates m these five contests 
and in 1924 reveals a loss of 25,367. the 
figures in 1924 being 72.551 and 47,184 
respectively.
